2002-2003 ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT 

PREFACE All pre-licensure registered nursing programs in California are required to 
submit a completed Annual Report survey each fall.  The period covered in 
this survey is from August 1, 2002 through July 31, 2003.  In addition, 
demographic information is provided for the arbitrary date of October 15, 
2003.  The individual program data is then compiled into a statewide 
aggregate database.  This database is used to: 
• Revise the Board’s Database of approved nursing programs, 
• Revise the program profiles in relation to size and type(s) of program 

options available, 
• Analyze the student population in the areas of enrollments, completions 

and demographics, 
• Analyze faculty data in the areas of numbers, ratios and demographics. 
 
The 2002-2003 Annual Report Survey (Survey 03) continued to collect 
information related to Entry-level Masters (ELM), Baccalaureate (BSN) and 
Associate (ADN) pre-licensure nursing education.  The survey asked questions 
related to student and faculty demographics, admission and completion rates 
and program administration.  The total number of survey responses is 101 
from the 101 approved programs (ADN=73 of 73, BSN=23 of 23, ELM=5 of 
5 programs), however, not all programs responded to every question.  The 
total number of programs responding to each question is provided.  The total 
number of prelicensure programs has increased by two programs, one ADN 
and one ELM, since the 2001-2002 Survey. 
 
Aggregate Northern and Southern California data subsets are again provided 
as Appendices and are based on how the programs are divided between the 
BRN’s two Offices as of spring 2003.  These subsets are being made available 
to assist programs in making comparisons between their program and a base 
smaller than all of the California approved programs. 
 
NOTE: The data and the analysis are presented in aggregate form for each of 
the three education levels and combined for pre-licensure education as a 
whole.  Individual program results may follow or run contrary to the results 
found in the combined results. 
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 ANALYSIS OF FINDINGS 

ENROLLMENTS 
FOR 

AUGUST 1, 2002- 
JULY, 31, 2003 

(Questions 2, 3 & 7) 

(See aggregate data on pages (6-7, and 10-12).  The aggregate data continues 
to show that there are more applicants statewide for the available slots than 
were admitted as first-year students.  Beginning with the 2001 survey, the 
BRN defined an applicant as individuals who met all eligibility criteria to 
enter the program. This change resulted in a more accurate count of 
individuals who were eligible for entry verses the number of slots available.  
Both the number of applicants (14,112) and the number of slots available 
(7,521) increased.  However, the applicant pool went up by 31.19% (3,750) 
while the slots available increased by only 11.9% (802). 
 
Despite the increase in applicants and available slots, the aggregate data shows 
that approximately four out of every ten applicants is not accepted in any one 
year.  During approval visits students report having to wait from one semester 
to two years before being admitted.  The data from Question 2.d. shows that 
admissions are restricted by a lack of resources in 88 out of the 93 programs 
responding or 94.62% have their admissions restricted by a lack of resources.  
The most common deficit is in obtaining sufficient faculty, followed by 
funding and available space. 
 
The percentage of available slots filled each year over the last five years is 
shown in Table 1. (Quest. 2)   All levels of education show an increase over 
last year’s results in the percentage of filled slots, and an overall increasing 
trend for the last four years.

The demographic statistics on enrollments (Quest 7) continue to show the 
highest ethnic group as White (41.17%) followed by Hispanics (19.20%).  
Gender was overwhelmingly female (85.40%).  Males account for 14.60% of 
the student enrollment and their numbers are slowly rising over time.  When 
comparing enrollments by program type, the ADN Programs continue to have 
the highest percentage of identified minorities, 55.43%; BSN Programs 
followed with 47.19% and ELM programs listed 42.43% of their students as 
identified minorities. (See page 11.)  Hispanics and Filipinos are enrolled 
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more often in an ADN Program, while Asian and White are more often in 
ELM and BSN programs. 
 
Survey 03 continues the trend that began in Survey 2000 with greater numbers 
of students entering nursing programs from the 18 – 25 year age range.  There 
is a significant difference found between the types of programs.  ELM 
programs report more than half the enrollments is in the 26 – 35 age group 
(58.82%), while over half of students in BSN programs are in the 18 – 25 age 
range (52.17%).  The ADN programs report their students come from across 
the age range with the most students in the 26 – 35 range (38.14%), an almost 
equal number of younger students (31.05%) and report a greater percentage of 
older students (ages 36 – 45 and 46 – 55) than either the ELM or BSN 
programs. (See page 12.)

(Questions 4 & 7) 

(See page 8.) Overall, the number of student completions for all programs was 
5,611, up from 5,327 last year (Survey 02).  This represents an increase of 284 
students or a 5.33% increase.  The greatest increase was in the advanced 
placement students (entering the program after the first course) in the BSN and 
ADN programs; ELM programs admit only generic students (beginning with 
the first course).  Generic student completions were increased by 3 
individuals, an increase of less than 1%.  Thirty-unit option student-
completions remained stable at 54 total, although the number of 30-unit option 
students went up by two in the BSN and down by two in the ADN programs. 
 
Note: When looking at the survey data it is important to remember that the 
statistics for enrollments and those for completions represents two separate 
student populations.  Therefore, it is not possible to directly compare 
enrollment numbers with completion data.

 (Question 5) 

(See page 8 & 9) This question asks the programs to look at the student 
population that was scheduled to complete the program in the 2002/03 
academic-year.  The year/semester these students had enrolled would depend 
on the length of their program and whether the student is a generic student 
(beginning with the first course) or an advanced-placement student (entering 
the program after the first course).  The retention rate is the percentage of this 
student population who completed on schedule plus the students who are still 
enrolled, although behind their cohort.  The attrition rate is the percentage of 
those students who left the program prior to successful completion. 
 
For this year’s survey the BRN staff provided programs with written 
directions and a sample worksheet to assist them in calculating their retention 
and attrition rates. Only one (ADN) program failed to answer this question.  
This year’s results were better then in previous years, however, discrepancies 
remain.  The total number of students who were expected to complete in 
academic year 2002/03 is 8,462.   Column 5d reports this number as the sum 
of totals listed for 5a, 5b, and 5c.  If the subsequent calculations were all done 
as directed, column 5d would equal the numbers in column 5h.  The ELM data 
as reported is correct, in that 5d does equal 5h.  For BSN programs there are 
15 students unaccounted for somewhere in columns 5e, 5f or 5g.  For ADN 
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programs there is a discrepancy of 74 students not counted correctly in 
columns 5e through 5g.  The ELM programs were the only cohorts with 
accurate data.  Therefore, the retention and attrition rates for BSN and ADN 
programs are only approximate.  Because of the difficulty in obtaining 
accurate data, comparisons across time are not made. 
 
In Survey 03 the BRN asked programs to rate the reasons for student-attrition.  
The categories reported were very close, with non-academic reasons being the 
most frequently cited (79 times) and academic failure (theory or clinical) next 
with 78 citations and last financial need cited 76 times.  Of course finances, or 
the lack thereof, probably had an impact on the other two categories.  The 
distribution of reasons by type of program was similar for ADN and BSN.  
ELM programs had far fewer student-numbers and reported the most 
prominent reasons for failure were academic failure, followed by non-
academic reasons, with finances being the least reported reason.

 (Question 8) 

(See pages 13, 14 & Table 2.) The census data reported over the last five years 
shows a rise in the number of nursing students across the state.  The total 
number of students as well as the percentage of increase has progressed, with a 
27.82% increase in the nursing student population between 1999 and 2003.  
Each year the numbers reported for the October 15 census increased.  The 
percentage of growth also increased.  The increase between 1999 and 2000 
was 1.41% while the increase between 2002 and 2003 was 14.32%.  As noted 
under enrollments, despite these increases the number of slots has not kept 
pace with the number of applicants.

(Questions 9 & 10) 

(See page 14.) The faculty continue to be mostly White (76.91%) an increase 
of almost 2.19% and predominately female (91.49%), which represents a 
slight decrease of 1.75% compared to Survey 02.  The majority of nursing 
faculty continue to age along with the general RN population with almost 45% 
of faculty in the 50 or older age range.  The percentage of faculty aged 30 – 39 
has dropped for the third year in a row.  In 2001, the percentage of faculty in 
this age range was 15.06%, in Survey 02 it had dropped to 12.41% and this 
year faculty in the 30 – 39 age range is reported as 11.22%.  While the 
numbers are not large, it suggests that as the faculty population ages, new 
faculty are also coming from the older age ranges of 40 and older.

(See page 15.) The proportion of part-time faculty has steadily increased from 
1999 through 2003.  Despite the shift to part-time the total number of faculty 
has increased by 235 or 13.7%.  (Note: Over the same five years the student 
population has grown by 3,345 or 27.82%.)  
 
Starting with Survey 2002, question 10d asks how many faculty positions need 
to be filled.  The 99 programs that answered this question in Survey 03 listed 
129 vacant faculty positions statewide.  This is a 43% increase over the 90 
vacancies reported last year, the number of programs answering this question 
in Survey 02 was only 23, 76 programs less than this year. 
 
(See page 15.) Question 11 focused on the time available for directors to 
administer their nursing program.  In Survey 03, the percentage of directors in 
81 – 100% release time went down by 5.31% and the 61-80% category went 
up by 1.76%.   Table 4 shows the pattern of director release-time for these two 
categories over the last five years.

Question 11b asked how many other programs the Director administers, 
eighty-six programs responded.  There were 37.23% of programs whose 
director administered only the RN program, up almost 2% from last year.  The 
percentage of Directors who administered one or two additional programs was 
31.91%, down from 38.15% in Survey 02, and 30.85% administered three or 
more programs, an increase of 4.53% over Survey 02. 
 
Section 11c through 11f asked about national certification, collaborative 
agreements with other prelicensure nursing programs and with service 
agencies.  55.91% of 88 programs have NLN or CCNE Certification, 6.32% of 
89 programs have formal collaborative agreements with other nursing 
programs and 46.07% of 84 programs have agreements with local employers.  
There were 42 programs reporting that they have sponsored faculty and 47 
programs have students who receive sponsorship from local employers.
